Typos uncorrected, 
etc. Nonetheless; it was a popular book and I remember no com plaint s about this kin d of 
thing. When alx copies were exhausted 1 broke one down and had a xerox made for use in • 
making other xeroxes. We thought we'd lost it but just found it recently and locally we 
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had xeroxes made.
